I xml B ulw er-Lytton, in his great 
novel “ Z anoni” 
has one o f the 
ch aracters say these w ords: “ It 
shall ever be fo r a few to guide 
and lead the m any. 
The 
m any 
m ay be as wise as the few w ere; 
but when a few cease to guide and 
lead, th at com m unity fails to im­ 
prove.” 
T hat was tru e during the 
F rench revolution; 
it 
was tru e 
when Lord Bulw er lived and w rote,

deceit- m isery 
and corruption around us in m any 
form s. 
It is not a* w ar of four

God points an unerring lin g er to 
the man and woman whose duty 
i; i- to respond to every call fo r 
the w elfare of their 
com m unity 
T hat person m ay 
dodge bu t the 
fin ger crooks and if th e re ’s a bit 
of red blood in their veins, they 
respond to the call or stand e te r­ 
n a l^ in their own sham e and here 
ii the finger th a t points: Any man 
c r 
cm an 
th a t lives happily or 
, om fortably in any com m unity and 
falls to respond to the call of the 
w elfare of th a t com m unity is a 
slacker to God, their com m unity, 
and their fellow m en. 
We do not ask th at they turn 
over their w ealth; we do not want 
a deed to the real estate, nor do we 
expect the profits of their business 
u!' their salary. 
But, every com­ 
m unity has the right to expect 
th at the influence of th at w ealth; 
the genius and ingenuity th at piled 
nj 
that business or that real es­ 
au*, or earns th at salary, shall be 
used in the w elfare of the com m u­ 
nity that m ade it possible and pro­ 
tects it. 
T hat is not socialism ; it’s 
the gospel of Cod and the b ro th er­ 
hood of man. 
T here’s no such 
thing in tho world as a m an or 
women superior to, divorced from , 
or not in debt to the com m unity 
where they Use. 
The tact th a t 
any one has specialized w ith their 
brain or am assed w ealth, does not 
divorce them from the one who 
works with his braw n. 
Mind und 
muscle must ever go hand in hand, 
I era use the m ore you specialize in 
one the more you are dependent 
Upolt the other. 
In com m unities of this size, a 
local m erchant justly und rig h tfu l 
Iv resents the intrusion of the mail 
o ld er house in a m arket th a t he 
has built, is m aintaining 
and in 
some cases w here 
the purchaser 
has consulted 
w ith 
him 
before 
s. riding for the goods. 
T here is 
no difference betw een thut mall 
, filer 
house, 
hundred of miles 
away, paying it.-, taxes 'n another 
>mte and caring nothing for your 
com m unity, when they have the 
m oney and have shipped the goods; 
and the local m erchant who self­ 
ishly does business in the com m u­ 
nity and refuses to respond to the 
call of its w elfare.
